HICKEY FAVORS A NOVEL DRAFT. 


Base Ball President Would Have 
Young Players Advance by Degrees. 


President ‘“‘Tom” J.. Hickey of the West- 
ern Association has geome strong ideas re- 
garding reforms in base ball. His main 
idea is to seo reform the drafting system 
of the national agreement that minor 
leagues would have a good chance to de- 
velop cere. 

The leader of this strong young body of 
clubs thinks young players are spoiled in 
many ways by the present system of draft- 
ing. The Western Association.teams be- 
long to class B in the national agreement, 
There are but three leagues that are classed 
ae ‘‘A’’—the Western, Eastern and Atlantic. 
Hickey thinks the law should be so revised 
as to porwes of drafting from those leagucs 
only by the National League. This, he 
thinks, would help develop young players 
much faster ,and better than under the 
present law. He claims that young play- 
ers are now drafted by the major organi- 
zation and, put in fast company long be- 
fore they #re fully seasoned to even minor 
league work. The result is they are miser- 
able failures. .At ®ast rineteen out of 
every twenty of them are failures. 

After being tried by the major organiza- 
tions and found wanting, they are turned 
back to the teams from which they came. 
They return with inflated salaries, and their 
experience in the big league has in many 
inetances stunted their further develop- 
ment. Their heads, as well as their sal- 
aries, are inflated, and they are of little ac- 
count to their original teams, 

Hickey favors a mH whereby a player 
can be drafted only from the Western 
League by the National, and only from the 
Western Association by the Western 
League. One league, ‘n other words, could 
take pare only from the league next be- 
low [t In tlass. nder that system, Hickew 
thinks, young players would take degrer 
degree, just as experts in any other ~- 
sion must before becoming thorour’'

Opposition Increasing to His 
Election to the Senate. 


DAY'S MISSION HAS FAILED. 


JOHN P. JONES MET HIM AND 
TALKED, BUT REFUSED TO 
VOTE FOR HANNA. 


SCOTT IS ALSO IMMOVABLE. 


According to Him, There Are Eighteen 
Republicans Who Will Never 
Yield and They Will Keep Out 
of the Party Caucus, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, O., Jan, 1.—President Me- 
Kinley has come to the rescue of Mark 
Hanna in his extreenity. This message came 
from the White House: 

“Please meet Judge Day at Massillon to- 
morrow.’’ 

It was addressed to John P. Jones, the 
Republicah anti-Hanna member from Stark 
County, the home of President MtKinley. 

Mr. Jones has been here since Tuesday, 
working with the anti-Hanna organization. 
He held a short consultation with Gov. 
Bushnell, and left at noon yesterday for 
Massillon. He went to Canton and last 
night conferred with Judge Day at his res- 
idence, He refused to yield and will,not 
vote for Hanna. After the conference he 
declared that Hanna could not be elected, 
“Jones will cast his voté for Gov. Bush- 
nell,”’ said an intimate friend of the Repre- 
sentative last night. 

Telegrams were sent to Canton asking 
that all friends of Senator Hanna come to 
Columbus not later than Saturday to aid 
in the fight. 

The agents of the National sAdministra- 
tion are reporting here as rapidly as trains 
can bring them and all the pressure that 
can be commanded by the President is be- 
ing used in. Hanna’s favor. However, only 
five of the Republican Congressmen have 
arrived, although the entire delegation was 
appealed to by Hanna to hurry here. 

A bomb was thrown into the Hanna camp 
last night when Representative Scott of 
Fulton County, who had been counted as 
certain for Hanna, informed Boxwell, the 
Hanna candidate for Speaker, that he would 
not vote for him. All the Hanna leuten- 
ants were soon turned upon Scott, but he 
was immovabie. He proposed to vote, he 
said, for Mason, the anti-Hanna Represen- 
tative from Cleveland. 

Dick told him that this might result in 
the defeat of Hanna, to which Scatt re- 
plied that he did not care whether it did 
or not. _ 

He gave Col. Dick to understand that 


seventeen other Republican members, wb 
were not so frank about it as he, inte ia 
to do the same thing. He said, furt 
that it was their infention no‘ to atte | 
the organization caucus to-nighi. 

Three Democrats are holding out against 
the propositions of the Kurtz Republicans 
for a fusion on organization. 

The only fear expressed at Kurtz's head- 
quarters is that a few Democrats may be 
persuaded to support Hanna. It is well 
known that former Senator Brice has a few 
friends on the Democratic side. They are 
sound money Democrats, and many prefer 
Hanna to a free silver Republican. 

Brice and McLean are to be here for the 
Jackson banquet on Jan, 8 This will be 
three days. before the election of a Senator. 
The candidates of the opposition to Sen- 
ator Hanna are Gov. Bushnell for the full 
term and Mayor McKisson of Cleveland for 
the short term. Mayor McK'isson is here. 
A conference of the opposition was held 
last night, to which the following were ad- 
mitted: Allen O. Myers, Allen W. Thurman, 
Lewis G. Bernard, A. D. Heffner, De Witt 
Cc. — Jones, Democrats; Asa 8. Bushneil, 
Charles 8. Kurtz, Eli West, Charlies Ger- 
rish, Jerry P. Bliss, Representatives Bram- 
ley and Mason, anti-Hanna Republicans.

joke throws out certain antennae or feelers by 
which it may be recognized and avoided.

‘What about reconcentration, General?” 

“Were it not for humanity I should say 
Gér. “ Weyier’s infamous bando or rather 
his failure to feed the country people once 
he had them in fortified towns, was a 
glorious thing. It has certainly helped the 
revolution. Indeed, it has guaranteed its 
success, because now autonomy falls flat 
on the ears of the revolutionists, each of 
whom, no matter how long in the ranks nor 
how ignorant nor how tired of war, has had 
a wife or mother or father or helpless chil- 
dren, at least some close relative, cruelly 
starved to death under the protection of 
the Spanish. ‘ 

“Weyler’s barbarism has created a bitter 
hatred that no reforms nor political conces- 
sions can heak Materially, the starvation 
of the farmers in the towns left plenty to 
eat for the armed men in the fields. 

“Weyler destroyed his only means of lo- 

cating our forces, @fhile he did not injure 
our spy system. There were always some 
farmers willing to sell information to Spain. 
They were taken to town with the others, 
while the large proportion remaining in 
Managua to protect their own lives from 
Weylerism had to treble their eternal vigi- 
lance over our troops’ movements. We get 
their information. 
“The taking of wives, sweethearts and 
children out of the fields also greatly im- 
proved many forces. Cubans are very do- 
mestic. They fight better alone, 

“Gen. Blanco’s efforts are most com- 
mendable, but his condition is pitiable. He 
has neither money enough nor subordi- 
nates to spend it honestly. He can’t pos- 
sibly save even the three-fourths of the re- 
maining reconcentrados. They are too far 
gone. ‘They need careful nursing. The 
only’food Gen. Blanco has to give them is 
death,” 


GOMEZ HAS 30,000 MEN. 


“Whar of the condition of your army?” 

“Our number of armed men is the same 
as always—about thirty thousand. Over a 
third of them are in Santiago, where Gen. 
Garcia is doing splendid work. As his ar- 
tillery becomes perfected he will take more 
important towns. Gen. Pando has not 
enough healthy soldiers to injure him. In 
Santiago there is no reconce ados practi- 
cally, as all the population stayed in the 
woods.

How can a nation be fit to govern 
a colony whose sworn officers starve their 
own men? Were it not for the ignorant, 
but intense patriotism of the Spanish peas- 
ant soldier, the whole Spanish army would 
desert, As it is the desertions keep up 
about the same, 

“At the captured towns of Guize, Gul- 
maro and Victoria the greater proportion 
of the garrison joined us. They were not

HAVANA, Jan. 1.—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent has accomplished his mis- 
sion. 

He has learned from Maximo Gomez's 
own lips the Cuban military chief’s opinion 
of the scheme Of atutonomy offered by 
Spain to Cuba. 

Gomez refuses the proffered autonomy. 
He vows he will win Cuba’s independence 
by the sword. In a message to the Post- 
Dispatch Gomez tells the people of the 
United States why he rejects the plan for 
Cuban self-government so-called, besides 
the correspondent has informed himself of 
the sentiment among the body of the in- 
surgents as to the proposed scheme of 
autonomy, of the-true state of affairs in the 
field; of the rebisting. power of the insur- 
gents, what clothes they have to wear, 
what they have to eafi To obtain these 
facts, to fulfill his mission, the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent was armed with two 
passes, one from the General-in-Chief of 
the Spanish forces, Consul-Genera] Blanco; 
one from the General-in-Chief of the Cuban 
forces, Maximo Gomez. Each pass was 
given with the knowledge of,the donor of 


the other, each pass was given with but one 
promise by the correspondent, the sacred 


promise to tell the truth. 


For Blanco wishes to know the truth 
about the enemy. That is to gay he has 
common gsense. Blanco has reversed the 
policy of Weyler, who carefully concealed 
every truth he could hide as to Spaniards 
and Cubans both. . Weyler believed in se- 
crecy; Blanco believes, with Moret, Min- 
ister of the Colonies, in the Spanish Cabi- 
net, who said to mein Spain’ “The truth 
is not always agreedble, but it is always 
necessary. ** And-Mo@ret has on file all my 
dispatches from ‘the. geld gn Cuba. _ Blanco 
believes in. publicity# that the time has ar- 
rived when the striggle will be soonest fin- 
ished by telling the truth. The official re- 
ports of the Spanish Chiefs of columns are 
not always tinbiased; the whispered rumors 
that come to him from the ranks of the in- 
Surgents are even more untrustworthy. 

So the Post-Dispatch correspondent went 
to learn the exact truth, whether Gomez 
would accept the autonomy Spain offers. 
A year ago the Pdést-Dispatch correspond- 
ent was the unofficial bearer of a message 
to Gomez from Olney, the Secretary of 
State of the United States. A year agu 
President Cleveland and Mr. Olney hoped 
to end the war by Gomez's acceptance of 
a plan of autonomy which they had 
evolved. Gomez rejected it, and, over his 
signature, told through the Post-Dispatch 
why he rejected it. Now he rejects the 
present scheme.

MADRIGAL’S ERRAND. 


Wide public'ty was give to the Pé@#t-Dis- 
patch correspondent’s expedition by the fact 
that he was accompanied by United States 
Consul Rafael Madrigal, whose errand was 
simply and entirely one of mercy, author- 
ized as well by United States Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee as by Blanco and Gomez. Madri- 
gal was United States Consular Agent at 
Sancti Spiritus. He did everything in his 
power to make endurable the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent’s imprisonment there 
last February, and he so rendered himself 
obnoxious to Weyler, who refused him his 
exequator. At Sancti Spiritus Madrigal’s 
fees as Consular Agent for a year amount- 
ed to the princely sum of $7, and this he 
d'vided with Consul MeGarr, stationed at 
Cienfuegos, who claimed and received half 
the $7. 

Madrigal spent $500 to feed and clothe his 
destitute countrymen in and around Sancti 
Spiritus, in the Province of Santa Clara. 
In recognition of h's services ‘to many 
American citizens in distress, President Mc- 
Kinley appointed Madrigal. United States 
Consul at Gartagena, United States of Co- 
lombia, and he will soon set out for his 
new post. 

Madrigal’s errand with me was to relieve 
a woman’s distress, to obtain from Gomez 
for the widow of Chas. Crosby his money 
and personal belongings. Crosby was the 
correspondent of the Chicago Record on the 
field. He was a graduate of the military 
academy maintained by the French Govern- 
ment and, although he was but five days 
with the insurgents, he had become im- 
mensely popular with them. A brave man, 
Crosby would not stay at the rear during 
the skirmishes. Gomez and. Bossa, his 
chief of staff, begged him not to expose 
himself, but Crosby wished to see what he 
w¥ote of, so that he might tell: only the 
truth. He was shot through the head at 
Bossa’s side, ‘and Gomez buried him with 
military honors, 

Madrigal’s errand was characteristic of 
him. Personally it was much more difficujt 
than would at first appear. Madrigal 
weighs more than 300 pounds. For eight 
hot, scorching daya he rode through the 
bush and under Cuba’s burning sun that 
he might assuage the grief of an American 
woman, a widow. Here is another instance 
in this cruel, pitiful war, where brave men, 
fighting each other, have been drawn closer 
by a brave man. ‘Gomez carefully kept 
Crosby's money ard effects, subject to Gen.

Pina and six cavalrymen, three of whom 
were armed with stumpy Remingtons, two 
with Colt repeating rifles and the severth 
with a captured Mauser. For three days 
we rode eastward, now over rolling prai- 
ries, lush with guinea grass and dotted 
with cattle, now through Maniguas so dense 
that we wefe In tropical twilight, again 
splashing through e¢ool, shady streams. 
We traveled not more than six hours a 
day, for Madrigal’s three hundred pounds 
made a heavy burden, even for his mules. 
At night a big strip of sail-cloth and four 
sturdy saplings bore his weight, wiiile 
frajler ‘hamenocks served the others of the 
party. Our. escorts greatly fancied the 
change of fare from their accustomed beef 
and boriatos to what we offered thém.

The house is a low, four-room structure, 
with the end ‘fronting on [Illinois street 
and the roof sloping from: north to south. 
The front bed-room was entered from the 
street, but this door was seldom opened. 
The room in which the body was found is 
a long, narrow, low apartment, with a 
common kitchen stove in one end and a 
table against the wall between the win- 
dows. There is a narrow side yard, into 
which the front gate opens. rom this 
yard doors open into the kitchen and sum- 
mer kitchen. 

Jacob Schilling’s family live next door 
south. The houses are near together. There 
is no front yard. A slight sound could ordin- 
arily be hegrd next door or on the street. 

Doering was 71 years old. Since his wife 
died, five years ago, he had lived alone in. 
the house. His ways were peculiar and 
his neighbors had little to do with him. 
Mrs. Schilling said. she had lived next door 
to him for twenty years, but had never 
been in hisgg house. She added that she 
ae saw anyboy except his'son and niece 
go in. 


BECAME VIOLENTLY INSANE. 


John L. Burris Pursued His Mother 
and Sister With a Knife. 


John L. Burris bevyame violently insane 
last night and his mother had him removed 
to the City Hospital for observation. He 
drove her and his sister from the house 
and locked himself in a room, where he 
defied them. 

Burr's is 24 years old and lived with his 
mother, Mrs. Agnes Burris, at 2002 Olive 
street. He has been acting queerly for 
several days. Last night the imagined that 
his sister, Miss Mary Burris, was going to 
kill him. Miss Burr:s and her mother tried 
to pacify him. He became angry and 
drawing tis knife from his pocket he rushed 
for his sister. Mrs. Burris stepped in 
front of him, but he knocked her down. 
He ran Miss Burris out into the street and 
started for nis mother, who sought safety 
in the rear yard. ' Then he locked himself 
in his room. 

Mrs. Burris conducts a rooming house, 
and many medical students board there. 
They heard the commotion and ran to the 
women’s assistance. They tried to per- 
suade young Burris to open the door, but 
he steadfastly refused. 

A paliceman was called and the door was 
broken in. The young man ered no re- 
sistance and accompanied the officer. to 
the hospital without asking any questions. 

Miss Burris told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that she thought her brother’s mind gave 
way because he had studied too hard.

FIVE ELDERS HAVE ARRIVED. 


House-to-House Canvas of the City 
Will Be Made and Sermons De- 
livered in Bowman’s Hall. 


The Morman Church has gone into the 
fight for souls in this city. The fight will 
be an earnest one.

ROME, Jan, 1.—The sixtieth anniversary 
of the Pope’s first celebration qf mass was 
observed at the Vatican to-day. Fully 3,000 
deleates from Ca.holic societies and paroch- 
ial committees were admitted tozthe Sala 
Della Loggia of the Vatican at 8:30 o’cleck 
this morning, and shoftly after that hour 
His Holiness was carried in on a sedia ges- 
tatoria, am‘d the acclamations of the spec- 
tators. The Pope officiated at his own dia- 
mond mass, the music being furnished by 
the choir of the Sistine Chapel. The ven- 
erable pontifil then attended a mass of 
thanksgiving, kneeling on a “‘prie dieu,”’ 
At the conclusion of this mass His Holiness, 
in a strong voice, propounced the papal 
benediction. He then took his,seat on the 
throne and received delegnutions until 10:30 
o’clock, when he 'was borne out on the sedia 
gestatoria, amid the acclamations of those 
present. 

His Holiness had a most radiant face, 
and it was evident that he was enjoying 
excellent health. He received hundreds of 


rich presents. Emperor Francis Joseph of 
rte psig e+ gad J sent him 50,000 florins in 
gold in a gold casket and the Queen Regent 
of Spain sent a massive gold and jeweled 
goblet. His gift from the United States 
was a diamond cross. President Faure sent 
six Sevres vases, and the present from the 
Sultan of Turkey was a superb diamond 
ring.

The intentions of the British Government 
remain absolutely concealed, the latest and 
most credible report being that important 
negotiations are proceeding between Rus- 
sia, France and England to settle the ques- 
tion by an international] deal, extluding 
Germany, 

It is declared that unexpected informa- 
tion concerning the progygess of these nego- 
tiations provoked the Kaiser’s recent Kiel 


outburst, and Bis decisive intervention has 
spoiled the well-laid plans of the other 
powers interested. : 

Much curiosity exists as to what Queen 
Victoria said to Prince Henry of Prussia 
when he paid her a visit the other day be- 
fore AMeparting on the Kaiser’s enterprise 
in-the far East. According to a story 
which has gone the rounds of the naval 
circles in Portsmouth since Prince Henry 
passed through on his return from Osborne 
the Quéen greeted him with the words: 

‘‘My dear grandson, don’t kiil all the poor 
Chinese,’’ 

The Prince, according to a story thor- 
oughly entered into the spirit of the thing 4 
and repeated his grandmother’s playful re- 
monstrance with much satisfaction. 


GERMANY IN CHINA. 


Bishop Anzer‘Looks Upon the Invasion 
as a Blessing. 


BERLIN, Jan. 1.—Bishop Anzer of South 
Shan Tung, China, dined with the Emperor 
and Empress at the new palace on sues- 


day. Baron Von Bdaelow, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, anfi@ount Von Leyden, the 
new Minister of Japaw, were present. On 
the following day an interview was had 
with the Bishop, 

The Bishop, who has been thirty-four 
Aer ig in China, and who is about to return, 
said 

“Tam amazed at the keen knowledge the 
Emperor displayed regarding China, its re- 
sources and Government. Every question 
the Emperor asked was pointed. There is 
no doubt Germany means to keep Kiao 
Chou and its contiguous territory; and, if 
the right measures are taken it will prove 
a most valuable possession, even more val- 
uable ,than Hong Kong, because its min- 
eral wealth, coal and iron, although need- 
ing a large amount of capital to deveiop it, 
is almost inexhaustible.’’ 

The Emperor told the Bishop that steps 
were under way to give thorough Ger- 
man administration to the territory, and 
also to rapidly develop the natural com- 
mercinal advantages of Kiao Chou. The 
best expert Judgment will be taken on every 
step proposed. Already measures have been 
inaugurated to interest private German 
capital. Three large companies are form- 
ing in Berlin and Cologne for this pur- 
pose, and the Deutsche Bank is identifying 
itse:f with several large plans in-this direc- 
tion. 

Relative to his audience with the Pope, 
Bishop Anzer said that His Holiness 
‘“*h ghiy approved the energy shown by Ger- 
many in the gigantic task of opening China 
and preparing her for the blessings of 
c:vilization.’’ The Pope 
also expressed the opinion that speedy pen- 
alty would be meted oyt to China for the 
last mission murders, which would “strike 
wholesome terrors into the breast of its 
heathen government.”

and fed. While at work they swept two 
blocks of paved streets. 

A man tried to incite the tramps to re- 
volt and break up their. brooms, but he 
escaped before the officers could arrest

The tramps were sentenced to labor by a 
police justice under a new law, which defines 
a (ramp as anyone who wanders about with- 
out visible occupations, means of support 
or place of abode, who lodges in outhouses, 
railroad cars, market places, public build- 
ings, or in the open air, or who goes around 
begging from door to door. The Sheriff gets 
frum the city 40 cents a day for poe reas the 
tramps, providing they work, and nothing if 
they do not work. While the Sheriff is nor 
permitted to refuse food entirely to those re- 
fusing to work, he can select food—brea:l 
arid water, if he chooses—and put them into 
solitary confinement.

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KLONDME THE GOAL 


MYSTERIOUS BOAT BEING CON- 
STRUCTED BY ST. LOUISANS 
FOR THE TRIP. 


PLANS KEPT A SECRET. 


Start Will Be Made in the Spring and 
the Craft Shipped Across Coun- 
try in Sections. — 


The plans of the two dozen St. Louisans 
who are associated with Phil Rohan in the 
building of a steel boat, which they will 
use in reaching the Klondike in the early 
spring, are being kept secret. 

It is\no secret that a company has been 
formed and that $26,000 hag been placed at 
Mr. Rohan’s disposd] for the construction 
of the boat, but the names of the men 


backing him Mr, Rohan says he ts not at 
liberty to reveal. 

‘At a meeting of the stockholders only 
a few nights ago,’”’ said Mr. Rohan, “the 
matter of making our plans was discussed 
and it was agreed that premature publica- 
tion would seriously hamper us. So there- 
fore I am not at liberty to discuss the per- 
sonnel of our Cemene ne 

“Then it is too ear to tell what kind 
of a boat we are building. It is a new pat- 
tern, and the like of it has never been seen 
in American waters. I am going to have 
it patented and you can see that if I were 
to give a description of it it might serious- 
ly interfere with the procuring of the pat- 
ent. I will Say this: The boat will be of 
steel. It will draw only eighteen inches 
of water when loaded for the trip. It will 
be strong, and I am sure it will be the 
stanchest little craft that ever attempted 
to make its way up the Yukon River. 

“I have talked to a number of river men 
and explained some of the points to them. 
They one and all laugh at the principle on 
which I am building the boat and eay it is 
impractical. They say it will not do the 
work I claim for it. But I am sure of my 
ground and my invention will be a triumph 
in shallow water navigation, 

“Our expedition will start about the first 
of April. We will make the tr p as quickly 
ag possible. The boat will hipped across 
the country to Seattle, Wash. Then we will 
take a eteamer. The boat will be shipped in 
sections and will not be put together until 
we reach the mouth of the Yukon. We 
have decided to christen the boat the St. 
Lous. She will be a model craft, and with-

These*good people believe that on New Year's 
eve all evil spirits are more potent and have more 
teense than at any other time, not excepting any 
period in the whole twelvemonth, while they be- 
Heve that during the, Christmas season fairies, 
witches, ghosts and goblins are not only powerless 
but are even afraid to venture abroad. Shakspeare 
refers to this superstition of the Welsh peasantry 
when, in his play of “Hamlet,” he puts the fol- 
lowing lines into the mouth of Marcellus: 


Some say that ever ’gainst that season comes 
Wherein Our Savior’s birth is celebrated, 

The bird ef dawning singeth all night jong;‘ 
And then, they say, no spirit stirs abroad; 

The n-ghts are wholesome, then no planet strikes, 
No fairy takes nor witch hath power to charm, 
So hallowed. and so gracious is the time. 


The statement in the third [ine of the above 
quotation that . 


The bird of dawning singeth all night long, 

is a reference to a superstition current among the 
Welsh peasantry that cocks crow all night long on 
Christmas Eve. While Shakespeare has just men- 
tioned that partion of the Welsh superstition re- 
garding Christmas, a Welsh folk poet of some 
ability has thus set férth In a volume of folk bal- 
lads published tn 168 the pecullar dread with which 
the people of Wales regard the augumented power 
of witches, fairies, ghosts and goblins and evil 
spirits of all kinds on New Year's Eve: 


On New Year's EVe the path along 
The milkmaid shortens with a song 
Her solitary way; 
She sees the fairies with their queen 
Trip hand-in-hand the circled green, 
And hears them raise, at times unseen, 
The ear-enchanting lay. 


Among the Weish people fairies are known by the 
name of “y tylwyth teg,"’ which means the fair 
folk or family, and are believed to have remark- 
able privileges on New Year's Eve, at which time 
they are said to be rampant and to possess. un- 
usual power. They are thought to have a great 
*-~dness for children, and woe betide the fond 

‘her who has in any. way offended the tylwy* 
¢ during th now dying year . such a mothe 


watch carefully and unceasingly at the cradle 
where ‘her darling lies sleeping on New Year’s Eve, 
for if she falls to do so the malicious fairies will 
come in her absence and steal away the child and 
substitute for it a “‘plentyn neuid,”’ or changeling, 
who, though it may at first be the exact counter- 
part of the stolen Little one, will soon alter Into a 
frightful looking, shrunken babe. 

This belief in New Year’s Eve changelings, how- 
ever, is by no means confined to Wales. Martin 
Luther, the great reformer, tells us in his “Col- 
lopula Mensalia” that while traveling in Anhalt 
he saw one of these changelings, who ‘‘would eat 
as much as two freshers, would laugh and be joyful 
when evil happened tn the house, but would cry 


‘and be very sad when everything went well." He 


then goes on to state that he advised the Prince to 
throw the unfortunate little one into the River 
Moldaw, but as the Prince did not care to act 
upon this suggestion, Luther admonished the peo- 
ple, therefore, to pray to God to “take the devil 
away.’ This chdritable advice being acted upon, 
he records that “in the second year afterward the 
changeling died.”’ 


Hf you will travel among the peasantry of Wales 
and inquire as to their folk lore they will tell you 
the legend of two Welsh Rip van Winkles who, 
while wandering among the ravines of their native 
Welsh mountains on one New Year's eve, were 
met by two fairy maidens, who enticed them across 
a fairy bridge into a fairy land, where they spent 
a period of such blissful happiness that it seemed 
but one day. Returning to their friends on the 
morrow they found that seven generations had 
lived and died during their absence. 

Many of the superstitions of the Welsh peasants 
with regard to New Year's Day take the form of 
omens or auguries foreteliling joy or sorrow, pros- 
perity or disaster during the coming year. Thus it 
is a popular belief among this most interesting 
people that if a lamp or candle be taken out of a 
house on New Year’s Ray some member of the 
family will die before the New Year—ushered in 
that day—is out. 

It is also a popular belief among them that to 
throw out ashes or indeed anything else is cer- 
tain to bring misfortune to the entire household 
during the whole of that twelvemonth. 

It is customary for a young man to knock, on 
New Year's morning, at the door of the house of 

“elsh damsel who possesses “is affections, a>” 


if it is she who opens then the swain is ther “‘first 
foot’’—that is, the first to set foot in her home 
since the beginning of the New Year, and as such 
is entitled to a kiss, which the maiden is in honor 
bound to accord him without resistance or remon- 
strance. It not infrequently happens, however, 
that the door is opened by some withered old 
maiden aunt, wrinkled grandmother or some other 
ancient beldame, and then he Is in honor bound 4o 
kiss her, let the duty be ever so d'sagreeable. 

‘A favorite superstition among the peasantry of 
Wales is that unless some new article of clothing 
be worn on New Year's Day misfortune is Sure to 
follow throughout the whole of the new year then 
beginning, and they have an old folk rhyme em- 
bodying this idea, which runs as follows: 


At New Year's let your clothes be new, 
Or else be sure you will it rue. 


One of the most universal of all New Year's 
customs among the Welsh people and one around 
which there cluster more popular superstitions 
than are to be found associated with any other, is 
that of having a bontire lighted by each household 
at nightfall on New Year’s Eve. This was done by 
both the Celtic and Germanic nations many cen- 
turies ago, and the quaint ideas and superstitions 
which the Welsh peasantry associate with the cus- 
toms are derived from thege peoples, and have lost 
nothing in the ages that have elapsed since it was 
first practiced. 

The Welsh invest the fires which they light on 
New Year's Eve with a pecullarly sacred character. 
They intend these fires both to light the spiriy¥ of 
the old year on its passage and to greet with 
cheerful welcome the coming of the new. In pro- 
portion as these fires are large and bright or small 
and dull; as-they are kindled readily or with diffi- 
culty, and as they burn siowly or briskly, so, it is 
sa’d, will be the happiness or unhappiness, the 
good or ill fortune of the household to which the 
fire belongs. Should a New Year's Eve fire die out 
from any cause before the hour of midnight, it Is 
regarded as a certain precursor of death and dis- 
aster. 

In many parts of Wales the ashes of the fires 
lighted by each household on New Year's Eve, are 
carefully preserved from year to year. Spervial vir. 
tue is attached to these ashes in the cure of certain 
forms of disease.

deed, they also are for any form of convulsions. 
They are also thought by the believers in «euch 
things to possess some power as love philters; bul 
like all such potions, they must, of course, be ad- 
ministered without the knowledge of the person 
upon whom they are designed to exert their in- 
fluence. 


It is generally believed by all the antiquarians 
with whom I have conversed on this subject, that 
the great majority of the superstitions of the Welsh 
peasantry associated with New Year's Eve, and 
especially with the New Year’s Eve fire, are among 
the oldest of which we have any knowledge, and 
are clung to more tenaciously than any others 
which find favor with the people of other nations. 

In many other parts of Wales, to see one's 
shadow in the moonlight upon New Year's Eve i« 
believed to be an infallible gign that the person 
eeeing it will die before the expiration of the coming 
New Year, and there is also a popular superstition 
that if an unmarried woman should see her face 
reflected in water on New Year's Eve, it is an in- 
fallible sign that she is destined to live and die in a 
state of single blessedneas. 

In many a Welsh household the first thing that Is 
done by each member of the family after rising on 
New Year’s morning is to consult the family Bible 
with a view to learning from it what the coming 
year has in store for the person seeking the infor- 
mation. This Is done by reading the firet verse 
upon which the eye falls, and the verse in question 
is believed to foretell In some way the good or {il 
fortune, the happiness or unhappiness during the 
just begun New Year. 

There is no country in the world where the do- 
mestic virtues gre micre abundantly and beauti- 
fully exemplified than in Wales. There is no 
country where there is more parental devotion and 
filial affection, and all these qualities appear to 
especial advantage at any festal season. Among 
the pleasgntest features of New Year's tn Wales is 
the hearty hospitailty and wholesouled, genial 
cordiality manifested by the people on every hand. 
The many sturdy virtues for which the Welsh 
character is so justly famous, thén shine out in 
most resplendent fashion. There ts aniversal 
merriment and rejoicing, and the stranger and so- 
jourrtr ane these rnost worthy people is heartily 
welcomed! to the hearths and hearts, the business 
and the bosom of teir familias.

Strange Analogy Between the Deaths 
of Miss Herbert and Miss Wells. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—The suicide of Miss 
Lella Herbert, daughter of former Secretary 
of the Navy Hilary A. Herbert, a few days 
ago in Washington, closely followed by the 
suicide of her friend, Miss Anna Virginia 
Wells, has called attention to the chain of 
mishaps to those familiar figures in the so- 
clal circle of the Cleveland regime and 
aroused renewed interest in the belief that 
there is a weird, mysterious connection be- 
tween them. 

Miss Herbert was a bright, cultivated im- 
pressionable woman of thirty. Miss Wells 
was thirty-three, intensely devoted to Miss

The physician who attended Miss Herbert 
also attended Miss Wells, who was wndergo- 
ing a series of operations upon her eyes.

That the trial was a hasty and secret 
proceeding; that the exact charge and the 
nature of the evidence given to sustain it 
have never been made public; and that 
new evidence is now said, on the highest 
and most reputable authority, to be forth- 
coming in Capt. Dreyfus’ favor, are all 
facts that strongly support his demand for 
a new trial. The sentiments of humanity 
and justice, never so potent in the affairs 
of men as to-day, are pleading powerfully 
in itself.

We have had some samples of the hasty 
and. ill-judged action of courts-martial in 
th's country, notably the case of Gen; Fitz 
John Porter, which was hurried through 
without giving the accused a fair opportu- 
nity to present his defense. It is well known 
that he narrowly escaped the death sen- 
tence which che Judge Advocate-General 
sought to have imposed. Gen. Porter’s sub- 
sequent disproval of every charge and his 
restoration to the army are matters of his- 
tory; as are also his protracted efforts to 
have his case reopened and justice done. 
Without, however, challenging the fair- 
ness of the Dreyfus trial at all, the an- 
nouncement that new and most important 
evidence has been discovered and is ready 
to be produced from sources not before ac- 
cessible to the court-martial, should be suf- 
ficient to induce the French Government to 
reopen the matter. This does not primarily

It is an 
illustration of the lack of sporting spirit in this 
section that there is not one ath- 
St. Louis letia club deserving mention asa 
Abuse.” co-laborer in the cause of honest 
amateur sport. Kansas City and 
St. Joseph have no athletic club of any description, 
though each has a thoroughly appointed Y. M. C., 
A. gymnasium, which here does the good work for 
the mental and moral welfare of young men it does 
wherever it is located. Omaha pretends to an ath- 
letic club, but it is hardly heard of at home, much 
less abroad. 
St. Louis has shamefully abused its opportunities. 
It has had two excellent clubs within five years, 
and both passed into athletic decay because their 


| officials were wanting !n genuine wholesome ama- 


teur spirit. Each at one time held games, and was 
well supported; one had a handsome club-house, 
and for a time combatted the Sunday ‘sporting’ 
element; the other was dominated from the very 
beginn'ng by the element which delights in Sun- 
day games, and both fell Into disgrace among the 
right sort of people because of it. An effort is now 
making to revive one of these ciibs, but unless 
the Sunday gporting element is cas. olt, success 
will net reward its “onsers. 

St. Louls has always been a breeding place. for 
Sunday games and other kindred “sporting’’ ele- 
ments. The atmosphere does not seem conducive 
to wholesome amateur sport, simply because the 
right sort of men have not been interested in it. 
Sportsmen are not lacking in St. Louis, as the 
Country Club with its polo teams gives ample 
proof; but a different sort has been responsible for, 
the rise of athletics, and, too, for its downfall. It 
it too bad there should not be track athletics in 
St. Louls, considering the climatic conditions and 
the material, echolastic and collegiate. We might 
even wish the Country Club would found an ath- 
leiic annex. 

Kansas City has rever had an athletic club, to 
my knowledge, tho ~h it has followed the lead 
of its oldur rival do “he river and established u 


country club with a very excellent goif-links of 
nine holes. Kansas City, too, has just indulged in 
its first horse show, which was a most creditable 
affair in quality of exhibits and quantity, of ex- 
hibitors and spectators. Horse shows are no nov- 
elty in Missouri, however, for the State holds I 
know not how ntiiny fairs each year, at which the 


-horee is the chief attraction ard principal topic of 


converzation. Besides, every other M ssourian loves 
a good horse and knows one when he sees it. ’ 

I doubt. however, if athletic clubs wll thrive at 
Kansas City, Omaha or St. Joseph for’ several 
years to come, or, to be somewhat more definite, 
unti] the schools have developed sufficient athletic 
interest to make such clubs possible. If the coim- 
ing five years mark the progress 
in this direction recorded in the 
last five, then within that time 
may we look for the establish- 
ment of such clubs. I sometimes think it would 
be well for the cause of amateur sport were there 
to be no athletic clubs until a clearer conception 
of its ethics is had by the class of men usually 
responsible for their organization. The ciubs at 
present in ex’stence which may be said not to be 
a positive menace to healthful sport are so few 
that they may be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. However, that will all be bettered by and 
by. Meantime the poptilar conception of the ethics 
of amateur sport is growing clearer and more 
wholesome. One must make the complete tour of 
these United States, as I twice have, to really ap- 
preciate the gre at improvement, or I should say 
the great spread of knowledge on this subject, in 
the last half dozen years. 

Six years ago sport west of the Atlantic coast, 
and in even some parts of the extreme Fasteru 
shore-line, had no meaning whatever beyond being 
the means of administering defeat to a rival, or 
winning a bet ether through individual or team 
performance. Sport as the means to the end of 
healthful relaxation, as physical culture, sport for 
sport's. sake, had literaliy no significance for the 
average man or boy who played foot ball. 

Although athletic clubs in the Missouri Valley 
are an inconsequential factor in the athletic situa- 
tion, yet Lhere are many ieams and much play out- 
side the colleges in Nebraska, Missouri, and Iowa, 
but:-particularly in Kansas. Within the past. two 
years the ever-pregent rivalry between towns of 
the same State, and the growing sporting spirit. 
have resulted in the organization of town foot ball 
elevens and base ball nines, which have played one 
another, not, however, in any especial order or un- 
der any league auspices. These teams are not 
professional, ¢o0 called; they prétend to be: ama- 
teur, and are so for the most part. The bona fide 
residents of the town are depended upon to sup- 
ply the team with candidates, but the custom of 
persuading an expert to temporary residence is rot 
unusual—especially if the home talent fails to equal 
expectations and the rivalry runs high. 

But the Missouri Valiey holds a more healthful 
indication of the growing intérest in sport in the 
very keen rivalry and excellent play furnished by

the college preparatory and city public schools. 
This is something quite recent in 
Western sport, and in this sec- 
tien, at all events, it has at- 
tained considerable importance. 
The high school teams of the various. cities, al- 
though unorganized into a league, meet annually, 
but not-in any regular order, it being usual to ar- 
range games entirely according to local. sentiment 
for the time being, and accessibility. The schools 
most prominent in this.inter-scholastic sport are 
those of Kansas City, Ottawa, Atchison, Topeka, 
Columbia, Jefferson City. 

Properly directed, this, inter-seholastic play will 
be. a telling incentive to college sport in the Mis- 
souril Valley, and a recruiting field of much value, 
At the present time it is not properly directed. 
The boys have absolute control of all the matters 
connected with the business end, and are under 
no evident supervision of the school principals or 
of any of the teachers. That there is frequent de- 
parture from wholesome methods might be ex- 
pecied. It is not unusual to palm off an outsider 
as a bona fide school member, and last autumn the 
Kansas City H gh School maintained a training 
table and charged the boys nothing. 

The need of these schools and the need through- 
out the colleges of the Missouri Valley is much 
closer faculty supervision in some instances, and 
in others honest faculty intention. It its a fact that 
some faculties in this section have deliberately 
used thelr foot ball teams as a means of adver- 
tising their colleges. It is entirely true, and abun- 
dant evidence supports the statement, that some 
of the college presidents consider the winning of 
their team paramount to the health of the game or 
to the ethics of the team’s personnel. The rivalry 
between State colleges and between colleges of 
the same State is very keen. 

This is not to say that the ethics of college ath. 
letics in this section are generally bad. The re- 
verse is true, since they are generally quite good. 
Each one of the four State universities has made 
strenuous éfforts to better its sport and clear its 
athletic atmosphere of impurities, and each has 
had a gratifying degree of success. Nevertheless, 
evidence is every now and again forthcoming of a 
laxity of faculty supervision, which permits of the 
return of one or more foot ball players on very 
easy terms ‘or them. Sometimes the inducement 
comes from local alumni; sometimes it comes as 
the result of a subscription which the local trades. 
men without college affiliations and the local 
alumni without ethical sense have jointly raised. 
Such maneuvering ‘s not the rule, but the excep- 
tion, which’ proves that occasions do arise when 
more resolute opposition by faculties would be 
timely and benefictal. 

The duty of high school principals and of college 
faculties in the Migsouri Valley is plainly marked 
out. It is to stop these lapses into professional- 
iam, and to educate their pupils along the lines of 
honest amateur sport. Ethical ignorance is dense 
and widespread, and must be enlightened !f the 
standard of amateur sport in the Missouri Valley

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is to reach that raised, a little farther East, at 
the leading universities of the Middle West. The 
Iowa colleges appear to have maintained the h'gh- 
est standard of those in the Missouri Valley section, 
and the only team from first to last above 
criticism is that'of the Haskell Indian School, 
which puts forth very good teams in both base 
ball and -foot ball. 

The most notable improvement made by the col- 
leges of this section since my last visit, two years 
ago, is in the now almost gen- 
eral abandonment of the prac- 
tice of playing coaches;as regu- 
lar members of the college foot 
ball teams. A limit rule of four years has also 
been made by the colleges of the four-cornered 
State league. Both these rules are fairly well re- 
spected. 

The most important rule; however, to healthful 
college sport—l. e., a scholarship standard which 
athletes must maintain to be eligible to any team 
~—has not yet been adopted. This and a one year's 
residence rule are sorely needed, especially where 
such an institution is to be encountered as the 
University Medical College of Missouri. The ‘97 
eleven of this college, which I saw in practice at 
Exposition Field, Kansas City, yesterday, is an ex- 
treme illustration of the course of sport in this 
section, where faculty supervision ts lax, or, as in 
this case, entirely wanting. On the team I saw 
were Heller and Pendleton, both professionak, as 
is well known in the West. And that fact, too, of 
itself, is another illustration of faculty tolerance. 
Here are these two men, well known to have 
coached for money, and to be what we of the East 
call foot ball rounders, and yet they are permitted 
to play without a word of protest from any one of 
the several Missouri Valley college presidents who 
profess much earnestness in their wish to raise 
the general athletic tone. 

Lest they have the excuse of “no evidence” in 
this particular case, I eubmit the record of these 
two men. Both of them played on that well-known 
Baker eleven of ‘983, which was generally regarded 
as of a very low ethical order. On the abandon- 
ment of foot ball at Baker both went to Colorado, 
where in "4 Pendleton coached the State School of 
Mines at Boulder, while Heller coached the State 
University at Golden. Northwestern University, 
at.Evanston, LIL, secured the playing services of 
Pendleton in '%, making his Eastern trip and ¢o- 
journ inexpensive to him. But the next year he 
went West again, and played on the college team 
of which he is at present a member. The Denver

Athletic Club got Heller a position at Denver, and 


he remained there in ’95 and '%, playing both years 
on the club's eleven. This year, as stated, he is at 
the Kansas City Medical College.

But whether he out- 
voted in the faculty or outwitted by alumni and 
the undergraduates, it is a fact that too many old 
players return to Kansas apparently for foot ball— 
at least such is the impression given by the ex- 
pioitation of men like Gaines and Hammill.

The talker’s wrinkle differs from the gos- 
sip lines. The talker is the natural orator 
and has something to say. This wrinkle 
commences in and near the lower cheek 
and runs down under the chin from side 
to side. It is caused, as all wrinkles and 
lines are, by the use of the muscles of this 
part of the face so constantly that they 
form a wrinkle.

The straight up and down line furrowed 
in the brow denote sternness and sharpness, 
according to physiognomists.

Carrie Thomas Alexander 
of Belle ville, “Nobody who is able to work 
should receive alms without rendering an 
equivalent in work.”’ 

A year ago Belleville had a lot of un- 
employed and a lot of dirty etreets. The 
city government was making a stagger at 
clkaning the streets. A society of ladies 
was trving to relieve distress in the good 
old orthodox way by pouring water into a 
sieve. 

The streets were not cleaned because the 
city had no money for labor. The ladies 
were paying out money to idle labor. 

This was the way it had always been, 
done. Everybody said this was the best 
way to clean the streets and help the un- 
employed. 

Mrs. Carrie Thomas Alexander was Presi- 
dent of the Ladies’ Aid Society. She thought 
methods should have something beside age 
to commend them. She thought out a new 
plan. 

. “Put the unemployed at work cleaning 
the streets,’’ she cried. 

The people looked at each other and a 
slow smile crept over their faces. ‘‘Wonder 
why nobody thought of it before!’ they 
exclaimed. 

The simplicity of the plan and ite palpa- 
ble advantages brought it into instant fa- 
vor. It was tried and proven wise in Belle- 
ville. 

When cold weather came on last fall 
Mrs. Alexander was away on a visit. When 
she returned she found the good ladies. get- 
ting out the old sieve. They said and she 
saw it was true, that nothing could be done 
on the streets as long as the water com- 
pany had them torn up. 

But that did not seem to her an excuse 
for again supporting labor in idleness, She 
had found that charity was not adminis- 
tered that way in other cities. 

The Aid Society met the other day and 
Mrs. Alexander said some things. The re- 
sult will probably be a wood-yard and a 
sewing-room in Belleville. 

‘“‘Nobody who is able to work,” she says, 
“should receive alms- without rendering a 
return in labor. Exacting an equivalent 
of work weeds out the chronic unworthy 
and prevents the worthy from becoming un- 
worthy. Honest. poor people do not want to 
be given things. They want a chance to 
earn things. The truest charity is that 
which gives them such a chance. 

“It is r . ag to society to create paupers 
out of t’.e involuntarily poor. If they have 
self-dependence it should not be taken from 
them. If they have it not they should be 
taught to develop it rather than encouraged 
to depend on others. 

“The Ladies’ Aid Society. has been im- 
posed upon so frequently by people who 
will not work as long as they can be sup- 
ported in idleness that we are compelled to 
do something. 

‘There is an able-bodied man in town 
here who boasts that he will not go to work 
as long as the Ladies’ Aid Society will 
keep his family. There are people here who 
will turn up their noses at bread and ask 
for mince pic. We have helped others who, 
when work was obtained for them, refused 
to accept it. 

“It is impossible to relieve the: distress 
of all the worthy poor, even, Money or 
provisions given to the unworthy is taken. 
away from the worthy. 

“The street-cleaning experiment last 
winter was not a failure. It was a suc- 
cess in every way. The same plan would 
have been adopted this winter if the streets 
had not all been torn up by the water 
company.

He said it wouldn't do at 
all. The ‘corporation fiddlers,’ as he called 
the regular street-cleaning force, were the 
most degraded class of laborers, and a man 
who went to wosk cleaning the streets was 
never fit afterward for anything else. Be- 
sides, it would take three‘times as much 
money as we had to clean the streets thor- 
oughly. 

“Tl asked him if he would permit me to 
answer his objections. He said he would. 
He couldn't say anything else. I would 
haye done so anyway, I said I had always 
been taught that a dollar honestly earned 
was well earned, and nobody was ever de- 
moralized by honest labor, and—well, the 
ladies’ husbands had all said it was a good 
thing, and they could not be turned from 
their purpose. 

“When the Mayor saw that we were 
bound to clean the strets he reluctantly 
promised to co-operate. 

“The next day the Street Inspector came 
around. ‘Well, Mrs. Alexander,’ he said, 
‘what do you want me to do?’ 

“I told him we had s0 much money which 
we wanted to pay to unemployed men to 
clean the streets. We would send the men 
to him and we wanted him to supervise 
the work. 

“*They won't have any hoes or shovels,’ 
he objected. ‘How can they clean the 
streets without tools?’ 

“I hadn’t thought of that. I studied a 
moment and said: ‘You get all the tools 
that they need and we will pay for them 
and donate them to the city when the men 
are through with them.’ 

“My home was turned Into an employment 
agency, I was kept busy all day signing or- 
ders to put men to work. The direct bene- 
fits of that kind of charity were so appar- 
ent that contributions were freely made, 
the streets were cleaned and enough work 
was given to needy men, to tide them over. 

“The street cleahing pla& will be revived 
next winter if I have anytaing to say. In 
the meantime we will try to provide work 
by establishing a wood yard and a sewing 
room. 

“I visited a number of cities on my trip, 
among them Ottawa, Monmouth, Streator, 
Pontiac and Chicago and everywhere I 
found that the old methods of dispensing 
charity had been abandoned and that some 
sort of return was exacted from all peo- 
ple who rece!tved help and were able to 
work. Since the introduction of this sys- 
tem the towns have been rid of tramps 
of both sexes. Citizens are more inclined 
to give because they know they are not en- 
couraging pauperism by fostering idleness. 

“The relief of the distress of the poor is 
a tremendous problem. It is much easier, 
as a clerical gentleman said to me, to just 
give, but such charity only complicates the 
situation which it is intended to relieve. 
Something must be done to enable the hon- 
est poor to support themselves. Most work- 
ingmen already have more children than 
they can support, but another one comes 
in nearly every family every year. And 
these are the people who rule the country. 
It will not do to convert them into tramps 
by misdirected charitable effort. 

‘In most of the places visited by me the 
municipal officers were the officers of the 
charity organizations, thus giving the work 
of relief semi-official and authoritative 
standing.”’ 

Mrs. Alexander is a wealthy young wid- 
ow. She is the daughter of the late Col, 
John Thomas. She is prominent in the 
Woman's Relief Corps, and will probably 
be the next president of the Department of 
Illinole. Her social tact and graces are 
equaled by her business qualifications.

The pigment of the hair cells contains 
several minera!s, noticeably iron, sulphur 
and magnesia. Dark haired people have a 
preponderance of iron in the hair pigment, 
and this, for some unknown reason, usually 
fails first; the result is that the remaining 
pigment is largely composed of sulphur and 
magnesia. This causes the change in the 
color; where the hair turns yellow, it is be- 
cause a large amount of magnesia remains 
in the pigment. It has been said that the 
lacking mineral may be suplied to the hair 
pigment by doses taken internally. For ex- 
ample, where the iron is lacking, it may be 
taken into the system and the result will be 
a restoration of the original color of the 
hair.

Il am not prepared to say that I think ° 
Lady Millais was justified in risking a pain. 
ful death rather than wound her husband's 
feelings by refraining from those caresses 
he was accustomed to receive from her. 
Still, it may be urged that a man and a 
woman may love so dearly that each de- 
sires to share the other’s fate, be it good or 
ill. Lady Millaigs was devoted to her hus- 
band and she may have felt that way. 
Whatever we may think of such a sentiment 
it ill becomes us to criticse it. Love is the 
power that rules the world, and we can- 
not hamper it.

ADY MILLAIS was neither a fool nor a 
heroine. She was simply a woman, 
with all of a woman’s weakness for 

one she loved. True love does not take into

the affections is concerned. Love that does 
is not pure, for pure love cannot be selfish. 

Kissing is both good and proper. Too 
little of love is shown in this world, It is 
usually lavished in the shape of a tomb- 
stone, after the poor, lonely heart over 
which it is reared has gone to the grave

The more we show our affections the more 
sunshine we have in our hearts, The ela- 
“s@ such feelings for an object, 
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most extraordinary romance of the 
century. She was killed by kisses. 

With a courage as splendid, a devotion 
as absolute as that of the Hindoo widow 
who threw herself upon her husband's 
funeral pyre to accompany him beyond the 
grave, Lady Millais chose death when the 
one she loved no longer lived. 

She hung upon his lips when she knew, 
and he did not know, that she was courting 
thereby an incurable contagious disease— 
cancer of the throat. Against the orders of 
physicians she caressed him when every 
caress meant death. 

It wag a fitting climax and termination to 
a tale of wondrous love, to the story of the 
life of John Millais; the story of the splen- 
did self-abnegation of an heroic soul; the 
love-life of John Millais and Euphemia 
Chalmers-Ruskin, as the painter first knew 
the woman who was to be the guiding star 
of his destiny. 

In 1853 John ‘Ruskin, the great critic, then 
a young man of four and thirty, was al- 
ready accepted in England as the leader 
of the rising pre-Raphaelite school of art. 
He was a rich man, having inherited a 
large fortune from h‘s father, a noted wine 
dealer, and lived in opulence in London 
with his young wife, a girl of surpassyg

beauty. 


Ruskin’s wife had been a Miss Chalmers. 
They had been married but a short time, 
and only Mrs. Ruskin’s ‘!mmediate family 
knew that the union had been from the first 
a mistake—one of those mistakes@fhat are 
as sad in their results as are the conse- 
quences of deliberate crime. 

At this time John Millais, a young painter 
of promise, and at that t-me 4 disciple of 
Ruskin’s school, which he afterward for- 
sook to become the pet gf Philistia, squght 
Ruskin’s acquaintance, The are critic rec- 
ognized ‘Millais’ talent, at once became his 
friend and often his hosj. 

Millais was about 24 when he first saw Mrs. 
Ruskin, and he“was one of the handsomest 
men that ever lived—tall, strong and with 
the face of a Greek god. 

Tpe young painter, attracted by the unu- 
sual physical beauty of his preceptor’s wife, 
learned all too soon the sweetness which 
made her character the realization of. his 
every ideal, and with the keen, unerring 
eyes of love he divined her unhappiness. 
Ruskin’s temperament and that of his wife 
were radically opposed, 

The man, ascetic, introspective, studious 
and grave far beyond his years, with the 
temperament often accompan'‘ed by great 
Hterary genius, but still a temperament to 
which it is ,impossible for normal woman- 
kind to adapt itself. The woman, young, 
childlike of nature, gay, ardent, sympa- 
thetic and warm-hearted, full of emotions 
that were spontaneoys to her and absolutely 
repelled because they were unknown terri- 
tory to her husband. 


The very fact that John Ruskin never 
doubted his wife's happiness until M'llais 
came into his life, and that as soon as he 
recognized it he took steps to repair it, 
speaks volumes for the innocence and 
purity of the woman concerned. Millais

dinner. The picture of “The Huguenot 
Lovers’”’ was at this time first contem- 
plated and afterwards executed, with Mrs, 
Ruskin, at her husband's suggestion, poe- 
ing for the figure of the woman. 

Millais to the world at large painted the 
despair of the Huguenot who will not let 
his sweetfieart ease his life by the simple 
device of the handkerchief; the man wao 
looks upon the face of the woman he 
adores and knows he must relinquish it; 
knows that his honor, his rel gion, must and 
shall be stronger than even his boundless 
passion—is John Millais himeelf as he then 
looked. : 

In the woman’s face the painter has fixed 
an expression of purest agonizing and af- 
frighted love. All the world knows the pic- 
ture as that of the lover who would not 
consent to save his life by tacitly denying 
his faith. To those who know the history 
of the celebrated painting the Huguenot 
lovers are John Millais, man of honor and, 
by all the strongest throbs of an honest 
man’s heart, a man who will die before he 
will yleld to the temptation that eo strongly 
beset him. 


Millais, with a tortured soul, painted his 
own agony into the face of the Huguenot 
lover. Despite the fact that another man 
sat for the male figure in the picture, every 
one who knew the artist thirty odd_years 
back declares it to be his own portray 

As John Ruskin’s wife posed to the artist 
his secret passion confronted the story of 
her own ‘heart, which she had vainly tried 
to hide even from herself. The man and 
woman looked at each other and knew that 
in this there was no paradise for them in 
a wonderful transcended love; knew they 
were by every law of nature intended for 


‘each other, and knew that it could not be. 


Euphemia Ruskin believed her wretched 
secret safe in her own keeping. She was a 
g00d woman, above all a good English 
woman, with all the inherited reverence for 
the standards by which she and all her 
world had been raised. She knew she loved 
John Millais, and she long had known that 
her marriage to Ruskin was a mistake for 
which she must suffer a penance that would 
only end with life itself, 

She determined to conceal her wretched- 
ness and to do her duty by her husband. 
The first step toward this end was to banish 
Millais or at least to avoid seeing him. 

The picture of the Huguenot lovers was 
almost completed. On the morning of the 
last sitting Mrs. Ruskin, to whom Millais 
had hitherto never spoken a word of love, 
stood by the canvas, looking long and 
earnestly into the face of the Huguenot 
lover. Millais and she were alone. The 
woman raised her searching eyes from the 
painting to meet those of the painter. In 
that instant both recognized the love they 
thought could never know fulfillment. Mil- 
lais opened his arms and took the woman to 
his heart in a long embrace which he hon- 
estly meant as a farewell. 

For days after Mrs. Ruskin did not see 
Millais. She avoided him in every possible 
way. John Ruskin, silent and taciturn, 
studied the painting, “The Huguenot Lov- 
ers.” What he had not seen in the eyes of 
the living man and woman he recognized In 


est wisdom of magnificent courage. Heo 
neither raved nor shouted nor villified his 
wife. He neither suspected her honor nor 
that of the man who was her lover. He 
sacrificed his life for the woman. Sacri- 
ficed it in the eost literal sense. 

He gave up his most precious treasure— 
the woman whose happiness was dearer to 
him than his own. Quietly’ and without 
heroics, Ruskin told ‘his wife that he had 
divined her secret. He desired, he said, 
above all things, that she should be a happy 
wife. He could eee that the love he had not 
been so fortunate as to evoke in her she 
gave to the man whose character and at- 
tributes he believed honestly were worthy 
of it. He was determined that he should 
not ruin the happiness of two lives. He 
insistefupon a divorce, which he diimeelf 
would undertake to secure, and he was as 
good as his word. 


Mrs. Ruskin, without the slightest scan- 
dal, without the slightest shadow of impu- 
tation upon her character, was divorced 
with the court’s consent to her resuming 
her maiden name. Three months after the 
decree was granted, Miss Euphemia Chal- 
mers was married to John Millais, Esq., and 
the bride was given to her husband by John 
Ruskin, 

Stories of love usually end with the mar- 
riage ceremony. John Millais’ love history 
really began with his bridal day. It con- 
tinued .unimterruptedly until the gates of 
eternity opened to receive his beautiful 
spirit. For over thirty years Millais and his 
“E\ffie,’’ as he called his wife, lived together 
in wedded love and happiness that should 
make the cynics of the hour bow their heads 
in confession. Mrs. Millais was her hus- 
band’s idol. He made no secret of his ad- 
miration for her, and a quarter of a century 
after ‘‘The Huguenot Lovers” was familiar, 
Millais tn the meantime having achieved 
immense wealth and distinction, declared 
that he sometimes wished he could get away 
from every one else for the rest of his lfe, 
so that he could be “just alone with Effie, 
his sweetheart.”’ b 

Many beautiful children came to them, 
and each one was or was not in its 
father’s eyes a beauty—if a girl, or a fine 
fellow if a boy, by the one standard of ex- 
cellence and loveliness accepted by Miilais 
—a resembiance to the mother. The beauti- 
ful Millais children are supposed to have 
suggested to Du Maurier the touching ref- 
erences in “The Martian” about the tran- 
scendentally lovely family of Barty Joase- 
lin, 

The family for years lived at Burlington 
House, Palace Gate, London, where they 
entertained with sumptuous magnificence, 
and where, it may be added, Ruskin was 
a frequent guest. Millais’ devotion to his 
wife was so great that he could not bear 
to be eeparated from her for a moment. 
He eurrounded her with luxuries beyond 
the dreams of many princesses, and to his 
dying hour treated her with the tenderness 
of an adoring lover. 

For years, Millais would never paint but 
his wife's face in his pictures. He said that 
he often tried to do so, but that his ideal 
was hie wife's face, and that bis romantic 
pictures were never satisfactory to him un- 
lees that one altogether lovely head waé 
there. As the little Millais girls came to 
add to their parents’ happiness, the artist 
introduced them also. They were singu-

But the theory is right, nevertheless. Dis- 
ease germs are more easily transmitted 
through the mucous membrane than any 
other channel, and the largest expanse of 
mucous membrane is exposed by osculation, 
The germ is transmitted from one mouth 
to the other and travels by easy stages 
to the point where it can do effective work. 
If it is a cancer germ it may lodge in 
the mouth or the throat, or may go to 
the stomach. The consumption germ goes 
to the lungs; the diphtheria bacillus pre- 
empts a homestead ‘in the throat. 


But it does not follow that every time a 
germ is transmitted it thrives. Some or- 
ganizations are 60 peopled with ptomaines 
which contain the leucocytes or white cor- 
puscles which fight the disease germs that 
the most industrious bacillus doesn't stand 
a ghost of a chance. 

Stranger still, eome human organizations 
are capable of harboring disease germs and 
transmitting them to others, yet do not de- 
velcm the disease themselves. A most re- 
markable ingtance of this came under the 
observation of myself and several other 
St. Louis doctors. A fine, strong, buxom 
woman married a stout, healthy looking 
man about ten years ago. He lived a year 
and died of consumption, He never showed 
a trace of it before his marriage. A year 
later the widow, plump and lively as ever, 
a perfect picture’of health, was married 
again. The second husband had no 6ymp- 
toms of consumption when he married, but 
tuberculosis carried him off even quicker 
than it did his predecessor. The widow 
showed no trace of the disease, and after a 
year or so took a third husband. He died 
of consumption, although he was not pre- 
viously suspected to be afflicted. 

The woman didn’t even have a cough dur- 
ing all this time. She wae about to take a 
fourth consort when the physicians who 
treated her three dead husbands objected. 
They suggested that she should be exam- 
ined for tuberculosis. She laughed at the 
idea, and expanded her fine chest proudly, 
but ehe was sensible and submitted to the 
examination. It was found that her saliva 
was teeming with the germs of tuberculo- 
sis, She had been a hotbed of consumption 
for years, and no one suspected it be- 
cause the leucocytes in her were so plenti- 
ful and vigorous they kept her organiza- 
tion apparently unimpaired. 

She did not take the fourth husband, and 
in about a year developed galloping con- 
sumption and died. 

Another case thet came under my obser- 
vation jas that of a man who transmitted 
consumption germea to his second wife that 
he had received from his first. He died of 
eomething else in the City Hospita! witie 
I was superintendent.

In !t Don Juan Filhiol 
speaks of the celebrated Louis‘ana mine, 
and tells of the depredations committed 
upon the miners who were shipping their 
ore to Spain by way of New Orleans by 
Capt. Kidd and his band of marauders. 
Thousands upon thousands of dollars’ worth 
or ore was taken from the unprotected 
miners. They sought to evade the pirate 
chief, who operated only on the river, by 
taking their gold overland and by a cir- 
cultous route to New Orieans. But they 
only fell into the clutches of the Indians. 

Much of the huried treasure of Capt. 
Kidd, which has been celebrated in story 
and song, is supposed to be the proceeds 
of his raids upon the operators of the long- 
lost Louisiana mine. 


Contrary to the expectations of the Span- 
iards, the territory did not again come 
into the possession of the mother country, 
but: in 1803 was ceded by Francg to the 
United States, during the presidential term 
of Thomas Jefferson. This effectually de- 
stroyed all hope of Spanish supremacy. The 
miners who had covered up the Louisiana 
mine attempted to leave the country with 
great quantities of gold ore by way of Gal- 
veston, overland, but they were waylaid by 
the Ihdians and all but three of them were 
kliled, and they were robbed. After that no 
Spaniard dared to venture into the wild 
country along the Ouachita River. But 
ever since then the hunt for the celebrated 
Louisiana mine has gone on. 


In 1850 the New Orleans Mining Co. was 
formed for the purpose of developing gold 
mines in thig part of Arkansas. Before 
the company commenced operations it 
caused an advertisement to be inserted in 
a New Orleans newspaper offering a re- 
ward of $10,000 for the discovery of the 
Louisiana mine. Scores of men went to work 
to search for the long-lost mine, but like 
hundreds who had gone before them, they 
were compelled to acknowledge themselves 
baffled. | 

In 1879 the Mexican Government sent out 
a representative who gave his name as A. 
J. Burng-to search for the Louisiana mine.

A few years before this discovery a cov- 
ered wagon camped in a sequestered dell 
hard by the scene here described.

DEFENDANT STILL STOICAL. 


Seems to Have No Fear of ths Future 
and Has Changed Little Un- 
der Imprisonment.

JACKSONVILLE, Ull., Jan, 1.—Everything 
is in readiness for the greatest trial ever 
held in Morgan County, that of Charles 
L. Draper for the murder of Charles L. 
Hastings on the 3ist of last March. The 
case is set for Monday afternoon and court 
will convene at 1:30 o'clock, Judge Robert 
Shirley presiding. It is the opinion of some 
people that a continuance will be asked 
\for by Draper’s attorneys, but a majority 
think the trial will come off. The case 
has already been continued twice. 

The attorneys for Draper are Col. Pat 
Dyer and ex-Gov. Johnson of St. Louis, 
Gen. J. M. Palmer of Springfield, Judge 
Cyrus Epler, Judge Richard Yates and 
Hon, George W. Smith of this eity. The 
attorneys for-the prosecution are State's 
Attorney Miller, Judge C. A. Barnes, City 
Attorney Reese and Hon. Julian P., Lae 
pincett. Opinions vary as to the possible 
time which will be necessary to secure a 
jury for the case, but the pore view is 
that at least a week will be consumed ‘n 
this work. The regular venire for this 
week, consisting of thirty-six men, will be 
on hand, and a special venire of 100 men 
has been summoned to appear, 

Interest in the case is extreme and many 
persons will be in attendance from the 
cities and counties surrounding. The court 
room will seat only about 500, so there will 
be a tremendous Tush for the chairs.’ The 
officers of the court have announced fhat 
the gallery will be reserved for women and 
that extra chairs will be placed on the 
lower floor. All entrances to the court-room 
wll be closed save one ahd no persons ex- 
cept officers and atturneys will be allowed 
inside the railing. 

Drape still declines to receive visitors at 
the jail with but few exceptions. H's re- 
markab'y calm demeanor still characterizes 
him and he shows little outward concern. 
H's nme months residence within prison 
walls have changed his appearance but 
little. He is a trifle paler than when first 
taken there, his beard is more streaked with 
white, but otherwise he is the same. When 
he was taken to the court house a few 
weeks ago when the arguments for change 
of venue were heard he walked through the 
streets with the Sheriff as calmly as any 
citizen could. Stolidity has characterized 
Draper from the time of his arrest and he

DRAWING OF JURIES. 


Explanation as to Why Certain Men 
Are Summoned Often. 


How many times during the past year 
have you been called upon to serve as a 
juror in.the civil or criminal courts of St. 
Louis? 

And how many times during the same pe- 
riod have you actually served? 

They say at the Jury Commissioner's of- 
fice that no matter how many times you 
have been asked to serve, you have not 
actually served oftener than once in two 
years, 

“Some people have curious notions about 
the conduct of this office,”" said Deputy Jury 
Commissioner McGarry. 

“But how is it.” Mr. McGarry was asked, 
“that men are subpoenaed probably half a 
dozen times a year?’ 

“IT am coming to that. The drawing for 
jurors comes off each week. Under orders 
from the Circuit Court we draw about 
thirty-five names for each civil division, or 
about 250, together with 250 or for the 
criminal division, a total of possibly #0 
names a week. These do not include the 
special jurors, of whom about 150 are re- 
quired for actual] service every year. 

‘““Now, suppose that your name comes out 

of the wheel for the regular pane! for this 
week. You are summoned to appear. You 
have an excuse and the Judge accepts your 
reason for non-service as valid. In the 
course of time there reaches the Jury Com- 
missioner’s office from the Sheriff's office a 
return list of the names actually retained 
for service and those who have been ex- 
cused. Those who actually served are so 
‘indicated on the. records, and will not be 
called again. Those who gave excusts and 
failed to serve when called are then*marked 
subject to selection for special jury ser- 
vice. 
“Experience may have shown you that 
those who dre excused the oftenest are the 
busiest men, men of unusual demand on 
their time—in other words, men of affairs, 
prominent citizens and all that. When an 
order comes for a special jury list, the ex- 
cused list of the regular panel is the best 
from which to make the selection, because 
it contains the names of men who are sup- 
posed to have special intelligence.

The year 1857 was in Many respects one 
of the most remarkable in the history of 
the grain trade, and while it was essentially 
a “bull year,” from “opening’’ to “‘close,” 
it has been prolific of surprises for both 
bulls and bears. 

Exciting events have followed in rapid 
succession, and yet, on the whole, specula- 
tion was ccenparatively light. 

Taking into consideration 
ative value of money, 
crop has been the most remunera- 
tive to the farmers of any on 
record, as a high level of prices was main- 
tained, -and, according to the official fig- 
ures, the harvest was with one exception 
the largest on record and the quality ex- 
ceptionally good. Freight rates were un- 
usually low, and the short crops in Europe 
and Argentine created an unprecedented 
foreign demand. The statistical posit.on 
Was unusually strong, but notwithstand- 
ing this, throughout aimost the entire year 
the market was under the influence of bull 
manipulation. 

One deal followed another im quick Ftic- 
cession and the climax was reached in the 
famous December deal just closed. 

The most remarkable feature of these 
deals was the fact that the,manipulators, 
asougn they commanded aimost unlimited 
capital, and bought tremendous quantities 
of wheat, were unable to “run a corner’ 
and effect a ‘“‘squeeze of the shorts.’’ 

The heavy buying of December wheat by 
the clique scared off the smaller traderé 
early, in the season as they considered the 
game ‘“‘too stiff’’ for them, and were con- 
tent to make an occasionai scaip or fill an

that the outlook for the ensuing year is 
as encouraging as the retrospect of 1897 is 
gratifying. The general outlook may not be 
entirely free from disturbing points, and in- 
deed that is never the case,. but with the 
substantially favorable materia] situation 
the country is in bétter shape to face 
and settle the problems as they arise. 

Those matters }.kety to engage the at- 
tention of Wall street in the immediate 
future are the proceedings of Congress 
upon fiscal and diplomatg affairs, and the 
complications which may arise out of the 
pyc s'tuation in China. : Later the 
situation will be affected by the year’s rou- 
tine developments, such as the outlook for 
the crops and the state of trade. A per- 
manent influence is the money market, and 
that important feature of the situation may 
be more correctly analyzed after the mid- 
dle of January, when the extraordinary 
influences of the Union Pacific settleenents 
and the counter disbursement of the Gov- 
ernment have been eliminated. It can only 
be said that the indications favor the con- 
tinuation of Iqjv rates, even if the extreme- 
> cheap rates of the fall are not renewed. 

he state of the investment security mar- 

ket ¢s one of these indications, and an- 
other is the movement on the part of the 
Savings banks to reduce the interest they 
allow on deposits. It is only necessary to 
consider the various refunding schemes 
ending and projected to know that the 
nfluence of all the great banking houses 
of the country will be thrown in the same 
direction. It is clear that the success of 
these undertakings is predicted on a 3- 
per-cent monéy market. .- 

In considering the stock market the un- 
questionably healthful situation must be 
considered in relation to the general range 
of prices, which is ao & high. In other 
words, the rise in prices from April to Sep- 
tember was Wall street’s usual discount+ 
ing process. The hesitation and moderate 
degree of react.on since then furnish evi- 
dence of the sound foundation on which 
the year’s recovery was based. It must not 
be forgotten that if the recovery in the gen- 
eral condition of the country has been 
great, its stock market reflection was also 
considerable. 

When such a stock movement gets too 
far away from its base of supplies there is 
always danger of disaster, which sometimes 
takes the form of actual panic. When 
prices are inflated also it takes very little 
to bring about a panic. Such a violent 
stock market adjustment as took place in 
1884 illustrates the possibilities im this re- 
spect, hence the current dullness and hesi- 
tation in the market are by no means un- 
desirable features. The average attendant 
of Wall street is always asking when the 
market or the stock in which he may be 
interested is go'ng to advance, as if they 
were behaving badly when they were not 
doing so, or as if the normal and health- 
ful staté of the market was a constant 
rise, such a@ course is, however, mani- 
festly impossible. 

The future of the market now rests upon 
a mumber of undeterminate influences. The 
outiook is encouraging, as noted, but the 
permanency of the improvement in busi- 
ness must be tested, money market condi- 
tions must eettle down, and, above all, the 
general appetite for stocks, which was sa- 
tiated in September, must be revived. eith- 
er naturally or incited by the stimulus of 
a bolder manipulation than is now appa- 
rent. Just as the market of late has shown 
active interest centered in a few stocks 
which are affected by particular circum- 
stances, so it is to be expected that for 
some time to come s'milar conditions will 
prevail. There is no general interest suffi- 
sega & large to make its influence felt in 
the whole market, and the public can neith- 
er be led to the water nor forced to drink 
when it reaches it.

The ‘tremendous crops of corn for the 
preceding two years aban peng the poegsi- 
bility of extensive ‘high prices, but the de- 
mand throughout the year has been good 
and exports phenominally large. 

Speculation has riot been large, but the 
trading in actual grain has been large,-and 
the greater part of the receipts have gone 
into the hands of exporters. 

t The year opened with prices as follows: 
Cash corn, 20%@20%c; January, 20%c; May, 
22%@23c, and July corn at 24c bid. 

The lowest price on cash corn was 
reached on June 1, when it sold at 21%c. 
July corn sold down to 21%c on July 1, Sep- 
ternber sold at 22%c on June 1. December 
sold at 23%c on October 19, and May corn 
sold at 2%c on May 1. The highest points 
for the year were reached on the following 
days. Cash corn sold on September 14 at 
299%4c, September corn sold at 29%e on Au- 
gust 23, December corn at 324c and May 
at 344¢c on August 23. July corn reached 
its highest point December 29, when 28%c 
was bid. 

On the whole the volume of business has 
been fairly satisfactory and the outlook 
for better prices is promising. 


The trading in oats has been remarkably 
light throughout the year, and prices were 
far from satisfactory, although there has 
been a decided improvement during the past 
month. 

Receipts have been heavy and there has 
been a large accumulation, with principally 
a feeding demand only. 

May oats sold at the lowest point Feb, 16, 
when they only brought 17%c, and at th 
highest price December 29, when they sol 
at 244\c¢. 

The flour trade for the year has been

The output of flour from the mills of St. 
Louis for the year, according to the report 
of Secretary Morgan of the Merchants’ 
Exchange was 1,070,916 bbls, as compared 
with 133,986 bbis for 18%. The falling off 
of 263,070 bbls was due principally to the 
high price of red winter Wheat as com- 
pared with spring and hard wheat prices, 
which made it impossible for red winter 
wheat millers to compete with spring wheat 
millers in prices of flour.

St. Louls has some unwilling creditors— 
unwilling to ceage to be her creditors, but 
they will have to submit to being scratched 
off her debit sheet, and that seven years 
sooner than they had expected or wished 


or. 

On Feb. 2 the city will call In bonds num- 
bered from 9,88 to 10,503, inciusive, of the 
special issue of 1885, which do not fall due 
until February, 1905. These bonds contained 
a clause giving the city the right to call 
them at pleasure and it is able to do so, 

The amount is $620,000 and the cash is on 
hand to pay them. 

Each year $1,200,000 is set aside to pay 
interest on the bonded debt and whatever 
is left over goes to a sinking fund. At the 
rate the fund ts accumulikting Comptroier 
Sturgeon calculates that the city will be 
free from debt by 1927, unless it issues more 
bonds, which it can not do unless the 
charter restrictiong are removed. 

The city will not be able to redeem any 
large number of bonds during 1898, but it 
will cance) $933,000 worth of 6s this month 
and reisstie them at 4 per cent.

SOME FIGURES SHOWING JUST 
ABOUT WHO OUGHT TO 
WIN IT, 


BOSTON, BALTIMORE, NEW YORK 


According to the Record, They Rank 
as Placed When It Comes to 
Hitting the Ball, 


It is admitted by all that the three clubs 
which will have the best chance in the 
big base ball race next season will be the 
Bostons, the present champions; the Bal- 
timores and the New Yorks. Comparison, 
therefore, of the batting and fielding aver- 
ages of these teams will at this time be 
found interesting, and they are given be- 
low. 

The tables are computed, not from the 
players composing last season’s teams, but 
as the teams will be made up next year. 
According to the figures New York’s team 
for next year ‘s not so strong as Boston or 
Baltimore, but here the figures are likely 
to give a wrong impression, for they take 
no account of New York’s great pitching 
strength, pitching being a department in 
which New York probably is the strong- 
est in the League, as well as a department 
of immense influence, 

Then other things are to be considered, 
such ag the handling of the team, the con- 
dition of the men and the uncertain and 
important factor of luck. While there can 
be no doubt the Boston team presents the 
most formidable batting and flelding front 
on the diamond, and the Baltimores are 
not far behind, it reasorgbly can be be- 
lieved that the New Yorks stand just as 
good a chance in ’98 as either of them, all 
things considered. 

It is a well-known fact that the Giants, 
while they do not class as high as some 
other teams in hitting, are one of the most 
dreaded combinations in the League by op- 
posing pitchers when the batting mood is 
upon them. Their batting strength is well 
distributed, They are no respecters of 
yitchers and can send more of them to the 

ench, and unexpectedly, than nearly any 
other team. This is one of the things that 
mekes them dangerous. 

The averages of New York’s acquisitions, 
Catcher Grady and Third Baseman Hart- 
man, are worth studying. No idea of Grady’s 
fielding can be had from the figures, be- 
cause they were made as a first baseman 
and not behind the@at. Grady is about on 
a par with Warner as a hitter, but not 
nearly so good as Wilson. But Wilson, it 
should be remembered, played in but few 
games last season. However, it is not so 
much in batting and fielding as because of 
his ability to coach pitchers that Grady is 
expected to strengthen the New Yorks. 
Pitchers like Meekin and Ruste don’t need 
coaching, but young pitchers like Seymour 
and Doheny do, and in this respect New 
York was deficient this year. Moreover, 
ginger and aggressiveness are two qual- 
ities which Grady is counted.on to infuse 
into the backstop department. 

Hartman’s fielding average, on the sur- 
face, does not proclaim the ex-Brown much 
of a fielder. It will be noticed on -glancing 
at the League figures, however, that third 
base averages do not show up as well as 
those of other positions. Nine League third 
basemen have an average below .& 

[It must be remembered too that when 
Capt. Joyce in the Post-Dispatch the other 
day promised to w'n the League pennant for 
New York next year he laid special stress 
on the fact that his pitching department. 
looked stronger than any other and on.-tnat 
score alone he bases his hopes of wtnning.

Men, women, girls and boys thronged 
every available inch of the Madison 
Square Garden to-night for the reg- 
ular interior bicycle races which were 
held under the auspices of. the American 
Cycle Racing Association. The board track 
was arranged so that the riders had to 


cover ten laps to complete a mile and the 
measurement was vouched for by three 
city surveyors. At 9 o’clock it was esti- 
mated that 10,000 people were in the big 
building and then there were fully half as 
many more clamoring for admission et 
the entrances. 

The trial heats in the preliminaries be- 
gan at 8 o’clock and the finishes in every 
instance were very close. 

In the first heat of the best two out of 
three races of the one-mile match race be- 
tween Jean Gougoltz of France, and Nat 
Butler of Boston, the Frenchman won by 
half a eel from the Boston man after a 
very hot race in 12m. 29 1-5s., 

During the intervals between the first 
and second heats Arthur A, Chase, the En- 
glish rider, spun around the track in a one- 
m.le paced exhibition which he covered in 
im. 53 2-5s. paced by two tandems. 

The second race between G@ougoltz and 
Butler was paced by Freedman of Port- 
land, Ore:, and Butler won in a hard drive 
by six inches. Time, 2m, 14 4-5s. 

A pursuit race between Harry Elkes of 
Saratoga and James Warburton of England 
was then the next onthe programme. Elkes 
caught his man easily after traversing one 
mile and one lap. Time, 2m. 47 1-5s. 

The third heat of the match was then 
run off. Butler had the pole and caught the 
acer quickly, while the Frenchman was 
high on the bank. For eight laps Butler 
held the lead by half a wheel and at the 
beginning of the ninth the pacer dropped 
out and Gougoltz cut loose. In the last two 
laps the French rider out-generaled the 
Boston man and after a hard spurt Gou- 
goltz won by three-quarters of a wheel, 
thus winning the race. 

The big event of the evening was the 
Michael-Taylor race. Taylor won the 
pole on the toss. The Frenchman’s gear 
was 94 and Michael’s 106. The riders got on 
the scratch line at 10:20 o’clock. Taylore 
rushed off and caught the pacers on the 
frst turn, with Michael two lengths be- 
hind. Taylore rode like a whirlwind and at 
the end of the first mile led Michael by a 
length. 

In the first lap of the second mile Michael 
forged ahead and at the end of the third 
mile he was one lap to the good. 

In the fourth mile Michael gained a lap 
and in the fifth he had the same distance 
to his credit. . 

Taylore was outclassed in the eighth 
mile and Michael passed him for the th'rd 
time. Time at the end of the eighth mile 
for Michael,-16m. 7s.; Taylore lost his pace- 
makers in the tenth mile and at the be- 
ginning of the eleventh Michael was close 
up to h'm and passed him, then being four 
laps to the good. The spectators were by 
this time worked up to the highest pitch of 
excitement. The Frenchman was evidently 
beaten, but he stuck to his work and was 
seemingly not disheartened when Michael 
passed him on the thirteenth mile for the 
fifth time. 

Michael ran up another lap to his ac- 
count ‘n the fourteenth mile. In the seven- 
teenth mile Taylore rode around after 
Michael’s pacemakers for three laps, but 
the effort weakened him considerably anda 
he had to let up and Michael ran ahead 
another lap at the end of the nineteenth 
mile. 

Taylore’s saddle broke in the twentieth 
mile and in exchanging wheels he lost two 
laps, thus giving Michael a clear lead of 
a mile. The wheel which was substituted 
for Taylore’s damaged one was geared to 
104, but the French rider was unable to cope 
with the superlative efforts of the ‘‘Little 
Wonder,”’ and the midget gained another 
lap at the close of the twenty-third mile. 
From this to the end of the race Michael 
went so swiftly that it took all the starch 
out of his rival and Michael finally won

lay for the a of the Australian's jaw. 
When he is knocked out that is the blow 
that will do the work. My scheme would 
be to prolong matters as much as possible, 
thereby weakening my opponent, and then 
to take advantage of every opening I saw.

In 
the second race the 2-year-old Merritt, with 
Neary up, fell while rounding the lower 
turn, and Traymore, with H ggins up, fell 
over him, Both boys were picked up uncon- 
scious and carried to the jockeys’ room, 
where Higgins was found to be suffering 
from concussion of the brain, while Near 
and the horses escaped injury. Another spill 
occurred in the fourth race, Aunt Sally, 
with Chevalier up, falling on the far turn, 
and Sebastian, wit Perkins up, stumbling 
over her, Fortunately, however, the horses 
and their riders all escaped injury.”’

This is the story of the sad experience of

ONE BABY DIED, ANOTHER BORN. 


Husband Out of Employment and Her- 
self Il] From Griefs and 
Privations. 


Mrs. Mary Bross either fell or jump<d 
from a second-story window at 1726 Glas» 
gOW avenue, New Year’s morning. 

She had troubles enough to warrant her in 
doing both. 

The pvor woman’s home, until a few days 
ago, was with her husband at 1422 John 
street, Cincinnati, The husband, Cornelius 
Bross, is expert at ice-cream making, and 
up to the first of June had steady employ- 
ment, The couple were happy in the posses- 
sion of a baby girl, whose one and a half 
years of existence had filled the house with 
sunshine. That baby was compensation to 
the wwary mother for the poverty which 
came upon them when Bross had got out 
of work. 


But disasters aw A usually in a bunch. 
Several weeks ago, ‘while Mrs. Bross was 
trying to earn a living for her family, the 
baby sickened and died. The sunshine fied 
com the home and dark clouds obscured the 
vision. 

“It was such a sweet baby,” sald poor 
Mrs. Bross, sitting on a cot in the City 
Hospital, her wounded leg in splints and 
the tears coursing down her cheeks. “Such 
a sweet baby!’’ 

In the midst of the woman's great sor- 
row, four weeks ago another baby came, 
and actual distress was added to the pre- 
vious ill fortune, 

Bross wrote to his sister, Mrs. Burns, 
in St. Louis, telling of his condit‘on and 
asking whether he could remain with his 
wife at her house for a few days until 
he could get work in this city. Perm‘ssion 
was given. He thereupon disposed of the 
small furniture he owned and thereby pro- 
cured sufficient means to bring his wife 
and baby to St. Louis. They went to stay 
with the Burnses at 172 Glasgow avenue, 
— occupy a flat over an electrical supply 
store. 

Poverty, the death, the birth, the long 
journey and the mental and physical dis- 
tress incident to all put Mrs. ross in a 
frightfully exhausted condition. New 
Year’s eve and at midnight there was an 
abundance of pistol shooting and. bomb 
bursting in the vicinity of her stopping 
place and she slept but little. 

Early yesterday morning the entire family 
were in the kitchen. ‘“‘They were all talk- 
ing about the pistol-shooting and fireworks,”’ 
says Mrs, Bross, and somehow the kitchen 
got so close and hot suddenly that I went 
into another room for fresh air. Maybe I 
fainted. Anyway I struck on the icy pave- 
ment, No, no,” she added with a startled 
look, “‘I didn’tsintend to kill myself. But I 
was very ldhes®me and despondent.” 

The nurse picked up Mrs. Bross’ baby 
from the hospital cot and carried it away, 
but the woman never noticed.

STRUCK ON SEAL _ ISLAND. 


THE CAPTAIN AND THIRTY-SIX 
OF HIS MEN HAVE NOT 
BEEN HEARD FROM. 


ALL TOOK TO THE BOATS. 


The Second Officer and Twenty-three 
Sailors Reached Woods 
Harbor, but the Oth- 
ers May Be Lost. 


> 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Jan. 1.—The 
steamer Gerona from Portland, Me., bound 
to London with 400 horses and a general 
cargo, struck on Seal Island at 4 o’clock 
this morning during thick weather. She 
floated immediately and on the pumps being 
sounded it was found she had fifteen feet 
of water in her hold. 

The captain decided to abandon the ship 
and all hands took to the boats. The 
second officer and twenty-three of the crew 
reached Forbes Point, Woods Harbor, at 
noon to-day. The remainder of those on 
board, including Capt. Baxter and thirty- 
s'x others, headed for Seal Island. Whether 
they have reached there is not yet known. 
According to advices received late to-night 
from Barrington the weather and water 
are very rough.and it has been impossible 
to communicate with Seal Island. 

When the ship was abandoned fer fires 
were out, having been extinguisnel by the 
water which poured tlirough the holes in 
her bottorn. There could have »veen ro 
hope of keeping her afloat long enough to 
get to the nearest landing, else the officers 
and crew would not have taken to the 
boats in the fearful storm that raged. 

The name of the second officer, who land- 
ed at Woods Harbor with a portion of the 
crew, is Watson. The Halifax agent of 
Lloyd's, George E, Franklin, received ad- 
vices of the disaster to-night, but as the 
men who have got ashore are still many 
miles from the nearest telegraph office, no 
details of the wreck have been rece'‘ved., 
The vessel carried an extra large crew, be- 
cause of the 400 head of livestock on board, 

Unless Capt. Baxter and the remainder 
of ‘tthe crew who steered for Seal Isiand 
have succeeded in reaching shore before 
this time, it is feared they ewill never do so, 
as a heavy gale has been blowing almost 
continuously since yesterday. They had, 
however, as good a chance of saving them- 
selves as the men who hage been heard 
from, and it is hoped they are now safe on 
Seal Island. The cargo is worth $236,000.

The imitation of the trade-mark of Ab- 
sinthe Pernod Fils and the appropriation 
of the name of Pernod (verdict of the Civil 
Tribunal of the Seine) confirmed by a de- 
cree of the Court of Paris. . 
Our Parisian contemporary, “Le Jour- 
nal,”’ recently gave an account of an inter- 
esting decision on the subject of the pro- 
tection of trade-marks. 
M. Courtot, Sr., a manufacturer of ab- 
sinthe at Montbelaird (Doubs), had con- 
ceived the idea, in order to dispose of his 
product, of attaching to his bottles a label 
similar to that of the firm Pernod Fils, of 
Pontarlier; in order to make this resem- 
blance more perfect, the name *“*Edouard 
Pernot” appeared in the middle of the 
label. The latter had conceded to M. Cour- 
tot the right of manufacturing and pro- 
ducing under his name. 
The firm of Pernod Fils, to whom this 
proceeding caused an indisputable loss, 
since it had the effect of causing an ab- 
sinthe manufactured by others to pass un- 
der its name, appealed to the courts.
